New' York , and sev en y ears 
later, March 2 1837 , he came to Lee 
oou nty and took u p a claim and p u r­ 
chased the farm in the v icinity of 
Frank lin Grov e on which he continu ed 
to reside for more than half a centu ry 
and which we believ e he still owned at 
the time of his death. 
May 28, 1838, Mr. Timothy was mar­ 
ried to Miss Sarah L. Minor, who su r­ 
v iv es him, and is rep orted to be the 
earliest liv ing settler now resident in 
the cou nty , hav ing come here with her 
p arents December 1, 1830. Eight child 
ren—fiv e sons and three dau ghtera- 
were reared to manhood and woman 
hood, sev en of whom su rv iv e: Charles, 
Clara (Mrs. Henry A. Black ), John, 
Inez A. (widow of W. M. Kennedy , first 
editor and p rop rietor of the Dix on Su n), 
DaBiei R,, George O., and Hattie M 
(wife of Nathan A. Whitney .) 
Mr. Timothy has liv ed a remark ably 
temp erate life and p reserv ed in a won 
derfu l degree his facu lties to a good 
old age.

Professional gentlemen 
who

The case on which the dicision Is 
based is tha t of Dr. J. N. Dixon of 
Springfield. 
He was subpoenaed

witness to give expert testimony in the

court,

aga inst the city to recover damages in 
a personal injury ease. 
The doctor de­ 
clined to testify unless paid for his ser­ 
vices, ta king the ground that his pro­ 
fessional knowledge was his property, 
of which he could not be dispossessed 
without compensennation. 
Judge Creighton would not accept 
this view of the ease, and informed the 
doctor tha t be would hold him in con­ 
tempt of court and fine him $Jf>, and 
that if the contempt should be repeat­ 
ed in the future tie would double the 
fee. 
Mr. Dixon then agreed tha t he would 
testify in the case at bar, but asked 
that a case be docketed a ga inst him 
that he might take it up as a test. This 
was done. 
The ca se first went to the 
a ppellate court, which sustained the 
decision of the court below, and then 
to the supreme court, which now a f­ 
firms the judgement of the appellate 
court.

vere blow y esterday by the supreme 
court closing th e avenues by whi< 
these bogus institutions have been has­ 
tening callow and im m ature students 
to a diploma and th e practice of law, 
T he supreme court justices announced 
the following new rules governing all 
law students and the schools or col­ 
leges in which they are preparing for 
th eir life-work: 


Ev ery applicant fo r admissio n to the bar 
must hav e pursued a thro e y ears co urse o f 
study In a reg ular law o ffice o r law scho o l. 
He ruust pass an ex aminatio n in g eneral 
educatio n equal to that required fo r a di­ 
plo ma o r certificate fro m a g o o d 
g raded 
scho o l o r academy . 
He m ust hav e attained a standard o f leg aj 
educatio n equal to the requirements o f an es­ 
tablished and reputable law scho o l. 
Applicatio ns fo r admissio n to the bar must 
be made in o pen co urt and be acco mpanied 
by a fee o f $10 . 
A state ex amining co mmissio n o f fiv e m em ­ 
bers is appo inted. 
Ex am inatio ns are to be 
held annually at Chicag o , Ottawa. Sprlng - 
field and Mo unt Verno n. 
T he new ruler? are th e » direct out 
come of recom m endations repeatedly 
made to the court by the Chicago B ar 
Association and th e state association. 


Here 1» the S chem e by W hich He l.rcw 
liieh ¡Sho eing Ho rse» . 
“ i lived at a little crossroads hamlet 
which was not even a postoffice. on the 
line between New \<>rk state and 1 enu- 
gy lvania,” said a story teller to a Sioux 
City Journal reporter. “ Of course, there 
was a blacksmith shop there. 
In those 
day s the blacksm ith’s trade was a noto­ 
riously good one. 
All the blacksmiths 
got rich with their horse, mule and ox 
shoeing, and the wagon and the other 
repair work which they did. 
Most of 
the blacksmiths combined w ith their 
other work wagon repairing and even 
wagon making. 
There were very few 
big wagon factories in those day s, and 
a good hand made wagon cost big mon­ 
ey . When they were doing nothing else, 
they would make wagons, and when 
there was lofs of transient work the 
wagons had to wait. 
This state line 
shop was a busy place. 
There was no 
tavern there, but the blacksmith also 
had a cider press, and he made the cider 
for all the farmers for miles around. 
But neither this nor the prolits of his 
shop could account for the rapid way 
in which he accumulated wealth. As is 
well known, apple cider, if allowed to 
stand long enough, will become “ hard, ’’ 
and after that it will turn into vinegar. 
‘This cider dealer alway s had plenty 
of hard cider on hand, but never had 
any vinegar for sale. 
1 he farmers and 
others who stopped at his place could 
alway s get a drink of hard cider, which 
they took out of a tin dipper at 10 cents 
a drink, and the size of the drink was 
something which attracted very little 
attention. Hardly any kind of beverage 
is more intoxicating than hard cider. It 
is a good deal like champagne in one 
respect. 
You can drink a great deal of 
it one day , and the next day y ou will 
be awfully sick and sorry , and a good 
deal drunker than when y ou went to 
bed. T h e blacksmith req uired no license 
to sell hard cider, and he worked the 
game to the lim it 
His place became 
very popular, and the farmers came 
from many miles around in both states 
to get their horses shod at his place 
Many of them would come home drunk, 
and their wives began to protest. They 
alway s had to have some excuse for hav­ 
ing visited the state line shop, and so 
the blacksmith, after supply ing them 
w ith a few dipperfuls of hard cider, 
would take the shoes off their beasts 
and put on new ones, whether they 
needed it or not 
For this service he 
would charge a good round price, while 
in many instances it was noticed he 
made no charge for the cider. 
“ But, as is the way of all flesh, this 
blacksmith died one day , and then his 
business secrets came out. 
Ho left an 
estate of over $80,000, and in the cellar 
of the cider press a great number of 
empty vMiisky barrels were found. 
For 
y ears he had been putting whisky into 
his cider and had been setting new 
shoes on nearly every horse which came 
along, willy nilly .’’— W ashington Star

The brothers talked the m atter 
over, and dually agreed that the m ar­ 
ried one should send for the girl, and 
when she readied this country he would 
give his old wife to his brother and tuko 
his {sister in-law. 
“ The girl arrived in due time, but 
she was so much prettier than the un­ 
married brother had expected that lie 
was loath to accept his brother s cast off 
wife.

The blind man has to depend almost 
entirely on the accuracy of his ears to 
guide him wherever he may wish to go, 
and it is remarkable in w hat a short 
time he becomes fam iliar with a new 
locality and fresh surroundings. 
Few people are aware of the powers 
of the ear, but the blind, through con­ 
stant exercise of that organ, are able to 
discover objects almost as rapidly as a 
swing person. 
For instance, when walking in a per 
feet calm, he can ascertain the proxim­ 
ity of objects by the feeling of the at 
mosphere upon his face. It would seem 
at first that the echo given back, were 
it only from his breathing, m ight be 
feasible to his ear, but it has btsm as­ 
certained by experiment that a blind 
man with his ears stopped can tell when 
any large object is close to his face, 
even when it approaches so slowly as 
not to cause any sensible current of air 
W hen he is walking along the street, 
he can tell whether it is wide or uar 
row, whether the houses are high or 
low, if auy opening which he may be 
passing is a court closed up at the end 
or whether it has an outlet to another 
street, and he can tell by the sound of 
his footsteps in what lane, or court, or 
sq uare he is. 
He goes along boldly , seeming to see 
w ith his ears and to have landmarks in 
the air 
Of course no blind man likes 
to go over 
a new route unattended, but 
after he has traversed it once he knows 
every point of importance to him .— 
Pearson’s Weekly .

W hen the light reaches the su r­ 
face of the soap bubble, a part is reflect­ 
ed from it, an d wTe see im ages on its 
surface as if it were a curved m irror. 
A n other portion of the light, however, 
en ters the film an d is separated so th at 
parts of the seven colors are throw n 
in to the bubble, an d we can see them at 
various portion s of the opposite surface 
A n other part of the light, after bein g 
broken by the film, is reflected by its 
in n er surface back to our eyes, so th at 
we see colors at the poin t w here tin * 
lig h t en ters.—Jacob F. Bucher in t^t 
N icholas.

About 175 d ifferen t pieces of m a­ 
terial en ter in to its con struction an d 
upw ard of 2,400 separate operation s are 
comprised in its m an ufacture. 
Some of the facts con n ected w ith its 
perform an ce 
are 
sim ply 
in cred ible, 
when con sid ered in total. A blacksm ith 
strikes several thousan d blows on his 
an vil in a d ay an d is right glad when 
Sun d ay comes aroun d , but the roller 
jew el of a w atch m akes every d ay an d 
d ay after d ay 482,000 im pacts again st 
the fork, or 157,080,000 blows in a year 
w ithout stop or rest, or 3,158,000,000 
in the short space of 20 years. 
These figures are beyon d the grasp of 
our feeble in tellects, but the marvel 
d oes n ot stop here. It has been estim at­ 
ed th at the power th a t moves the w atch 
is equivalen t to on ly four tim es the 
force usi'd in a flea’s jum p; con sequen t­ 
ly it m ight be called a four flea power 
On e horsepower would suffice to run 
270,000,000 watches. 
Now tin * balan ce wheel of a w atch is 
moved by this four flea power on e an d 
forty-three on e-hun d red ths in ches w ith 
each vibration —3,558 £ j m iles con tin u­ 
ously in on e year. 
If you would preserve the tim ekeep­ 
in g qualities of your watch, you should 
take it to a com peten t w atchm aker on ce 
every 18 m on ths.— Y outh’s Compan ion .

S E E B A C H AND T H E AGEN T. 


A G erm an Story of an Am erican Attem pt 
to Hoorn a hewing M achine. 
The following story, w hich was pub­ 
lished in German in connection with 
the death of M a rie See bach, the noted 
German actress, shows very well the 
conception of American affairs which 
still prevails in Germ any to a certain 
extent. Seebach was here more than 20 
years ago, and it is scarcely possible 
that such an incident as is described 
would have taken place then, but many 
such stories are told in Germ any today 
as illustrative of Am erican enterprise. 
According to this reminiscence M a r i e 
Seebach one day received a message that 
a gentleman wished to see her. 
She 
told the servant to send him to her 
drawing room in the hotel, and when 
he arrived he introduced himself as a 
certain Colonel Smith. Then he plunged 
at the object of his visit and said that 
he represented a certain w e ll known 
make of sewing machines. 
" I have already heard,” 
he said, 
"th a t you are a great artist. 
I want to 
find out if you are a good business wo­ 
man as well. 
Do you want to make 
some money?” 
"O h , I ’ve no objections to make to 
that,” she said, " i f it is possible in a 
perfectly correct and dignified way. ” 
"O h , it ’s in the most correct way 
possible that I propose,” the visitor 
continued, "an d I offer you $10,000 for 
doing it. ’ * 
" W h a t have I to do in return?” ask­ 
ed Seebach. 
"N o th in g in the w o rld ,” the colonel 
replied, and as he noticed the expres­ 
sion of astonishment on her face he 
went on: " I told you that I came from 
a sowing machine company— one of the 
largest in the world. A ll that I demand 
of you in return for the $10,000 is that 
as Marguerite in the spinning wheel 
scene from ‘Faust’ you w ill use one of 
our sewing machines instead of tin 
wheel, and just keep it in motion for a 
few seconds. 
Then we would let hand­ 
bills drop from the gallery, saying that 
the machine 
used by M arie Seebach 
was made by our firm .” 
The actress is said to have hesitated 
for a second, but, in the end, her re­ 
spect for Goethe's tragedy is described 
as tin' feeling which saved her artistic 
reputation. 
This story is of a type that disap­ 
peared from general use 40 years ago. 
It is of the kind told about P. T. Bar- 
num in the earlier days of his career, 
but stories of tin* kind still pass muster 
in Europe, although a press agent who 
attempted anything of the kind in this 
country would soon lose his job.— New 
York Sun. 


The Cue of the iire a t Toe. 
The negroes of the West Indies use 
the great too constantly iu climbing. 
Several years ago, w hile spending some 
time at one of the famous resorts in J a ­ 
maica, I had an opportunity to observe 
the skill w ith which the black women, 
who do a great part of the menial labor, 
carried stone, mortar and other build­ 
ing materials on their heads to the top 
of a five story tower in a part of the 
hotel not then finished. 
Much of the unerring accuracy w ith 
w hich they (women and girls) chased 
each other up and down the long lad­ 
ders, w ith heavy loads skillfully poised 
on their woolly pates, was duo to tlit 
firmness with which they grasped each 
rung of the ladders w ith the great toe. 
They did uot place the liall or tho hol­ 
low of the foot on the rung, but the 
groove at the juncture of the great toe 
w ith the body of the foot, and they 
held fast by making the back of the 
other toes afford the other gripping sur­ 
face. 
I11 much the same way the Abys­ 
sinian native cavalry grasp the stirrup. 
And 1 have seen a one armed Santo Do­ 
mingan black, astride the m ar o x in a 
wheel yoke, guiding a lead mule w ith 
a rein held between his great and sec 
end toes, w hile his only arm was devot­ 
ed to cracking his teamster's whip.
